3. COMMENT: ISSAEV AND OPF.I.7, WILL BE KNOWN TO USMISSION GENEVA 
AND TO PREPCOM DEL, AS BOTH ALSO REPRESENTED AGENCY AT FIRST 
SESSION LAST APRIL. ROMETSHC IS HIGHLY COMPETENT AND KNOW- 
LEDGEABLE IN SAFEGUARDS FIELD. LLOYD IS LONG-TIME AGENCY EMPLOYEE 
IN TA DIVISION; HIS ONLY LACK IS SOMETHING LESS THAN FULL 

AND EASY FAMILIARITY WITH AGENCY PROGRAMS OTHER THAN DIRECT 
PROVISION OF GRANT TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE TO LDC'S THROUGH AGENCY 
PROGRAMS FOR THIS PURPOSE - AS LATTER WILL PROBABLY BE GREATEST 
PART OF ANY DISCUSSION OF ISSUE WHICH MAY ARISE, HOWEVER, 

THIS SHOULD NOT PROVE TOO MUCH OF A PROBLEM (COMPETENCE IN OHTER 
AREAS OF AGENCY ASSISTANCE IS SO WIDELY DIFFUSED IN SECRETARIATE 
THAT IT WOULD BE ALMOST HOPELESS TO FIND SOME OTHER INDIVIDUAL 
HAVING FULL FAMILIARITY WITH GENERAL SUBJECT). OTWAY HAS BEEN 
AGENCY STAFF MEMBER DIRECTLY CONCERNED WITH PNE'S FOR PAST TWO 
YEARS, AND HIS MOST RECENT ASSIGNMENT WAS SECRETARIAT TECHNICAL 
BACKSTOPPING FOR AGENCY PANEL WHICH DEVELOPED PROCEDURES FOR 
AGENCY RESPONSE TO REQUESTS FOR ITS SERVICESIN CONNECTION 
WITH PNE PROJECTS (BEING TRANSMITTED USUN AND GENEVA BY 
AIRGRAM). ALL THREE ARE READILY APPROACHABLE BY US OFFICIALS, 
ALTHOUGH LLOYD HAS A VERY ABRUPT MANNER OF SPEAKING WHICH TENDS 
TO GIVE OPPOSITE IMPRESSION, AT TIMES, ON FIRST MEETING.
